VERSION WITH MARKINGS TO SHOW CHANGES MADE 



Claim 4 has been amended as follows: 

4. (amended) The inductor component claimed in [claims 1 

3] claim 1 , wherein: 

the bonded magnet has a resistivity of lQcm or more and 
formed from a resin; and 

the resin contains 30% by volume or more of rare-earth 
magnet powder having a Tc of 500* C or more and an average 
particle diameter of 2.5 to 50 urn, has an intrinsic coercive 
force of 10 Koe or more, and is one selected from the group 
consisting of a polyimide resin, epoxy resin, poly (phenylene 
sulfide) resin, silicone resin, polyester resin, aromatic nyl 
liquid crystal polymer resin, and a complex thereof.
